To seek the exchange of foreign management , which is not expert, for national 
management, which is capable.

These victories in extending and strengthening the influence of the organization 
are not yet consolidated, although we know that the extension of membership and 
organization of the laboring masses is for the most part led by members of the 
Party* This, however,, still does not get sufficient attention from the Party 
committees, with the result that the improved new cadres, which require promotion, 
do not get good places. This situation retards the progressive plan. 

The main cause of this state of affairs is that every situation the leaders face 
is not studied intensively nor do they learn enough from previous experience in 
leading actions. Consequently the leaders are not able to accomplish their goals, 
are not clever enough to extend the front organizations, consolidate their col- 
leagues, and improve the new cadres. Although the objective situation in East 
Java is : Improving, the reform activities do not get sufficient attention nor are 
they yet resolved as they should be. 

The leaders still do not know the meaning of reform activities and their connection 
with the principal activity. In fact, it is clear that the reform activities 
enlighten the lives and lessen the sufferings of the workers and the people. In 
organization work this idea Is important to implant in the consciousness. 

Therefore intensive discussions of some problems are necessary in order to: 

a. Achieve a common view and attitude, 

b. Exchange experiences in leading actions. 
c> Organize mass actions among the workers. 

d. Promote new cadres, place them in the labor actions, and attract them to enter 
the Party committees. 

Finally, these views on the problem must be made material for intensive and ex-< 
tended discussions.
